Tributes to an 
'incredible man' 

ONE of the community driving forces in Crewk¬ 
erne, George Reynolds, was buried in Martock 
churchyard this week after being struck down 
at the height of an active life. 

Mr Reynolds died peacefully at St Margaret's 
Hospice on Thursday, October 28th, aged 76. 

Mr Reynolds had been involved in many 
major projects in the town, including the old 
Day Centre and Aqua Centre and he was pas¬ 
sionate about the new sports and community 
centre, yet to be built. 

District councillor Angie Singleton worked 
closely with Mr Reynolds on the sports centre 
project. She said:"We will miss George's steady 
hand on the tiller as chair of the steering group 
for the new sports and youth centre. 

"I will personally miss him dreadfully, we have 
been working together closely not just on this 
project, but also on the Active Lifestyle exten¬ 
sion to the Aqua Centre, for at least five or six 
years in total. 

"George had so many strengths in project de¬ 
velopment and management, but the one I ad¬ 
mired most was his ability, and in his own 
words'his pleasure', in sitting down with a blank 
sheet of paper and articulating people's 
thoughts and aspirations to the written word 
and producing a blueprint for the project.' 

"It will be a great sadness to us all that George 
will not see the completion of Crewkerne's lat¬ 
est community facility and we are determined 
that his role in this achievement will be remem¬ 
bered." 

Friend and colleague Graham James added 
his tribute: "We've lost one heck of a bloke, 
what he's done for the town is incredible. At the 
last steering committee I was asked to accept 
George's resignation because of his illness and 
to step into the chairmanship. I can never fill his 
shoes in terms of his expertise in planning and 
regulation but it will be an honour for me to 
carry the project through for him. 

"He was a super guy, a gentleman, and his ex¬ 
perience from working at Sport England was in¬ 
valuable. The town has lost an incredible man." 
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PHOVDNG FOR LIFE 


Somerset County Council 
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■ NOT ANY MORE: Unison representatives protesting that Somerset County Council are no longer provid¬ 
ing for life 


MEMBERS of the public sector 
workers union, Unison, protested 
outside County Hall in Taunton last 
Friday, October 29th, dressed as 
skeletons. 

It was part of a national demon¬ 
stration for what, they said, was a 
grim reminder that "the coalition's 
drastic, ideologically motivated 
public spending cuts, will slash vital 
local services to the bone." 

On a local level they claimed that 
statements made by Somerset 
County Council were misleading to 
the public. 

Tens of millions of pounds in cuts 
to services were proposed by Som¬ 


erset County Council just 24 hours 
after the Government spending re¬ 
view was announced, stating that 
services from social care to educa¬ 
tion, bus subsidies, repairing roads, 
PCSOs and libraries could be cut 
back over the next three years, not 
over a four year period in line with 
the Government announcement. 

County Council Leader, Councillor 
Ken Maddock said: "We have spent 
months looking at how we can be 
more efficient, and where we can 
cut but also how we can protect 
frontline services wherever possi¬ 
ble. We have protected what we 
can and these are very painful cuts 


for us to take. With the government 
taking more than a quarter of our 
funding, doing nothing just isn't a 
choice for us. It's not our doing, but 
it is our responsibility." 

A Unison spokesperson said: "We 
would like to see careful planning 
and an avoidance of rushing into 
cuts, aiming for a future organisa¬ 
tion that is lean and good, not lean 
and poor. How will Somerset voters 
respond when they find out they 
pay the same council tax for signifi¬ 
cantly fewer services than other 
shire counties and are then asked to 
staff the library in their spare time?" 


... and protests over arts funding cuts

MORE than 200 protestors, 
including people from the 
Crewkerne, Chard and 
Ilminster area gathered in 
Taunton on Monday morn¬ 
ing before the meeting of 
Somerset County Council’s 
Cabinet. 

Members of the general 
public and art students, as 
well as representatives 
from Take Art, Ilminster 
Meeting House Arts Cen¬ 
tre, Actiontrack,The Brew- 
house Theatre, Ten 
Parishes Festival, Fuse, Art 
Fife development group 
and other arts organisation 
from across the county all 
gathered to object to a pos¬ 
sible 100 per cent cut in 
funding for the arts. Actor 
Samuel West and award¬ 
winning conductor Charles 
Hazlewood also leant their 
support along with Uni- 
sion, the public sector 
workers union. 

Due to the numbers, the 
meeting was held in the 
conference centre at Som¬ 
erset College where a sec¬ 
ond room was set up using 
a live video feed so every¬ 
one could listen to the 
questions and debate. Pub¬ 
lic question time was dom¬ 
inated by arts and volunteer 
organisations keen to voice 
their concerns over poten¬ 
tial funding cuts. One pro¬ 
posal could see a total of 
£160,000 cut from the 


council’s arts budget, al¬ 
though Council Deader 
Ken Maddock told the 
meeting a further 
£160,000 funding to cre¬ 
ative industries and the 
arts was likely to remain 
untouched. 

Councillor Christine 
Fawrence, cabinet mem¬ 
ber with responsibility for 
arts, responded: “Unfortu¬ 
nately, we have no choice 
but to reduce our arts 
funding. However, I am 
confident arts will survive. 
It will be different and it 
will be challenging and we 
will do what we can to 
help you through this dif¬ 
ficult time.” 

Councillor Jill Short- 
land, Mayor of Chard and 
leader of the opposition, 


urged the cabinet to wait 
to implement cuts until 
central government con¬ 
firmed the exact financial 
settlement the county 
council would receive. 
She also raised concerns 
that savings in the short¬ 
term would lead to in¬ 
creased costs in the 
long-term and used road 
maintenance as a prime 
example. 

Councillor Ross Henley 
(Fib Dem) implored the 
cabinet to: “Think again. 
Fisten to the people in this 
room, listen to the people 
of Somerset.” 

Councillor Maddock, 
responded simply: “How 
am I going to balance the 
books? We are in a dread¬ 
ful situation. None of us 


get into politics to be here 
but we are desperately 
short of funds. We have in¬ 
creasing demands on our 
services and, for the first 
time, we will be receiving 
less money from central 
government. We need to 
protect our most vulnera¬ 
ble and will have to reduce 
or stop a lot of what we do. 

“Although we have iden¬ 
tified £43m of savings, 
this will only take us to 
halfway where we need to 
be. More tough decisions 
are ahead.” 

The cabinet’s recom¬ 
mendations will be taken 
to a full council meeting 
on Wednesday, November 
10th , when a large protest 
rally will take to the streets 
of Taunton.

AFTER months of negoti¬ 
ation and work to trans¬ 
form the busy town centre 
shopping area in Crewk¬ 
erne, the path between 
Falkland Square and the 
George shopping precinct, 
once condemned as the 
biggest eyesore in town, is 
now complete. 

Ancient, uneven and 
dirty tarmac has been re¬ 
placed by a pristine path¬ 
way in a lighter tones 
non-slip surface, with bol¬ 
lards to prevent unautho¬ 
rised parking. 

The scheme, which was 
led by South Somerset 
District Council and re¬ 
generation group, A Better 
Crewkerne and District 
(ABCD), received support 
from dozens of local retail¬ 
ers, community groups and 
landowners. 

The outcome, including 
the creation of a new 
pedestrian link and full 
resurfacing of George 
Lane, which joins the new 
link, has significantly en¬ 
hanced the appearance of 
the area and improved 
pedestrian safety. 

Councillor Kim Turner, 
chairman for South Som¬ 
erset District Council’s 
Market Towns Investment 
Group and Area West, 
said: “This has been very 
much a partnership proj¬ 


ect. A lot can be achieved 
when the district council 
works with such an active 
local community group 
and also the private sec¬ 
tor.” 

Councillor Angie Single- 
ton, district council ward 
member and Vice Chair of 
ABCD added: “I think 
there was a real appetite 
from everyone involved to

see this work go ahead and 
I’m extremely pleased at 
the outcome.” 

South Somerset District 
Council and ABCD mem¬ 
bers had launched the 
project after news that 
M&Co and Lidl were 


moving into the town, 
sparking enthusiasm to 
start discussions with all of 
the relevant parties. 

The main landowners 
Mackays, Lidl, Falkland 
Square and McKinlays, 
each contributed signifi¬ 
cant funds to the scheme, 
along with retailers and 
local landowners Loders, 
the George Hotel and 


Charles Campbell. 

An additional grant was 
received from Somerset 
County Councillor John 
Dyke who contributed 
£1,800 towards the 
scheme, whilst a £10,000 
grant was given from 
South Somerset District 
Council’s Market Towns 
Investment Group. 

County Councillor John 
Dyke said: “Many people 
referred to the area as ‘The 
Black Hole of Crewkerne’ 
so it gives me particular 
pleasure to play a part in 
bringing about an im¬ 
provement to the town 
centre, which local resi¬ 
dents will appreciate for 
many years.” 

The work was carried 
out by the Mackays con¬ 
tractors whilst on site car¬ 
rying out works on the 
new M&Co shop. Andy 
McGeoch, Director of 
Marketing & Business De¬ 
velopment for M&Co 
added: “As a new retailer 
to the town, we are really 
looking forward to our 
new store opening and in¬ 
creasing the retail options 
available to residents. 

“We are also pleased to 
help contribute to the im¬ 
provements, which really 
have made a significant 
difference to the appear¬ 
ance of the walkway.”

The Henhayes Centre 
was transformed with a 
Halloween theme, com¬ 
plete with dance floor, 
lighting and DJ. 

As opening time came 
around and there were 
no youngsters arriving, 
PCSO Michelle Haimes 
could not hide her dis¬ 
appointment and con¬ 
cern. 

She said:"All we hear is 
that there is nothing to 
do for this age group in 
Crewkerne, then when 
we try to do something, 
no-one turns up. 

"We have gone to a lot 


of trouble to set all this 
up with a DJ and every¬ 
thing, it's very disap¬ 
pointing." 

The pilot scheme for 
"Zero" events started in 
Yeovil and held at the 
Chicago Rock night club 
went from strength to 
strength, with hundreds 
of young people attend¬ 
ing. 

The idea is to provide a 
nightclub atmosphere 
with no alcohol and a 
zero tolerance for drugs. 
It has recently folded, 
only due to the venue it¬ 
self closing. Another is 
being sought. 

A similar scheme held 
monthly at Chard Rugby

FROM director Todd Phillips, Due Date 15 stars 
Robert Downey Jr. and Zach Galifianakis as two 
unlikely companions who are thrown together on 
a road trip that turns out to be as life-changing as 
it is outrageous. 

Downey plays Peter Highman, an expectant 
first-time father whose wife's due date is a mere 
five days away. As Peter hurries to catch a flight 
home from Atlanta to be at her side for the birth, 
his best intentions go completely awry when a 
chance encounter with aspiring actor Ethan Trem¬ 
blay (Galifianakis) forces Peter to hitch a ride with 
Ethan—on what turns out to be a cross-country 
road trip that will ultimately destroy several cars, 
numerous friendships and Peter's last nerve. 

JOHNNY Knoxville and co are back for the third 
big-screen installment of the Jackass series, Jack- 
ass 3D 18 . 

As with the two previous films, and television se¬ 
ries, the the film sees Knoxville, along with regu¬ 
lars including Bam Margera, Steve-O, Ryan Dunn 
and more, partake in usually dangerous, often dis¬ 
gusting, and always ridiculous, don't-try-his-at- 
home stunts.

In his loneliness 
Owen forms a profound bond with his new neigh- 
bout, but he can't help noticing that Abby is like 
no one he has ever met before. Asa string of grisly 
murders grups his wintry New Mexico town, 
Owen has to confront the reality that his seem¬ 
ingly innocent friend is actually a savage vampire.

FOR children, the September morning of the first day back at school is 
marked by new timetables, new planners and new classrooms. Yet through¬ 
out the 1980s and 90s, whilst I was discovering who was going to teach 
me Maths and English for the year, my mother was busy in the kitchen soak¬ 
ing her dried fruit in good rum in preparation for the family Christmas cake. 
While it may be reasoned that late summer is far too early for Christmas cards 
and wrapping paper to appear in your local supermarket, a similar argument 
cannot be applied to the genesis of your Christmas cake. It is a simple yet 
satisfying pleasure that can be indulged in long before December 25th, and 
defensibly so. If you have not yet begun your cake, then I would encourage 
you to do so now. As a craft, there is pleasure to be found; as finished foodie 
product, even more so! 

At time of writing, my 1 kilo combination of ginger, cherries, dates, candied 
peel, apricots and raisins is spending the the night with a quarter pint of ex¬ 
cellent brandy (cheap works well, too!) before meeting with eggs, flour, sugar 
and spice in the company of the oven tomorrow morning. Such forward 
planning, like my mother before me, is to give me time to 'feed' the cake. 
Whichever recipe you choose for your Christmas cake, it is the feeding which 
will give it the fullness of flavour that will mark your festive offering as out¬ 
standing. Personally, I enjoy a good selection of dried fruit, with the quantity 
of raisins low in the ratio mix, and brandy is my chosen liquor; although you 
could easily use rum, sherry or even tea if you'd rather avoid the alcohol. 
Feeding your cake will be a weekly activity, a pleasure not a chore, which in¬ 
volves pricking your cake all over and trickling in your tipple. I would recom¬ 
mend flipping the cake for each feed to give it an even texture in the middle 
and avoid a'soggy bottom'. 

Of course, you could simply go out and buy a Christmas cake. Yet if you 
were to make only one 
Christmas delicacy from 
scratch this year, I can 
highly recommend this. 

Find a recipe - especially 
one that 

encourages choice of fruit 
and alcohol - and begin 
your creation. The journey 
will be fun and the taste 
superior. And, if you enjoy 
it, put it in your diary; next 
year, start it on Septem¬ 
ber 1 st.

O N the way to the 
Candlelight Inn at 
Bishopswood, six 
miles from Chard, in the 
second of our “Eating Out 
in Somerset” features, we 
passed the Tytherleigh 
Arms, just outside 
Axminster. 

I mentioned to my wife 
it was the first place I 
went out to dinner, way 
back in the 1960s. It was 
run by Leo and Mary 
Featherstone, a couple I 
got to know well over the 
years. Leo was a great 
chef and The Tytherleigh 
was where we celebrated 
all our family anniver¬ 
saries. In those days you 
only went out for a meal 
when there was some¬ 
thing to celebrate. 

Now, of course, you 
don’t need an excuse and 
there’s far more choice. In 
fact, in South Somerset 
we are spoilt for choice. 
And spoilt we definitely 
were at the Candlelight 
Inn at Bishopswood, a 
full-on country pub just 


off the A303 between 
Marsh and Newtown. 

The Candlelight is run 
by Tom Warren and Deb¬ 
bie Lush who took over 
the pub about 18 months 
ago after six years as ten¬ 
ants at the Farmers Inn at 
West Hatch. 

Tom is only 25 and I 
commented on it being a 
brave decision to buy a 
pub at the start of a reces¬ 
sion. “Well, there’s only 
one way to go,” he 
replied. 

The pub was closed for 
a year and its reopening 
must have been welcomed 
by the residents of Bish¬ 
opswood and indeed the 
other nearby Blackdowns 
villagers. 

For a Tuesday night 


Tom and Debbie certainly 
had a steady bar trade as 
well as the restaurant 
being quite busy. 

With its open wood fires 
and candlelit tables, The 
Candlelight was a wel¬ 
coming sight on a drizzly 
autumn evening and what 
better way to start a meal 
than with a warming bowl 
of onion, potato and 
thyme soup, delicious and 
piping hot, with some 
tasty home-made bread 
infused with spring onion 
(£5). Jackie chose the 
Sussex Smokies - a 
ramekin of smoked had¬ 
dock in a cheddar and 
tomato sauce (£5.50). She 
was so impressed that she 
was reluctant to give me a 
taster and afterwards de¬ 


clared: “That was so nice 
I’m going to lick the 
bowl.” And she did! 

Other appetisers on the 
menu included game ter- 
rine with crab apple chilli 
jelly and toast (£5.75); ri- 
cotta, pine nut and herb 
ramekin (£5.50); black 
and white pudding, 
smoked bacon and 
poached egg salad (£5.75); 
and deep fried whitebait 
with tartare sauce (£5.50). 

I often drive my wife to 
distraction by prevaricat¬ 
ing over my choice of 
mains. This was one of 
those occasions. I fancied 
a steak because when they 
came out for an adjoining 
table they smelt wonder¬ 
ful. Then I saw that steak 
and kidney suet pudding 
was on the menu - one of 
my favourites - but in the 
end I went for grilled lamb 


rump with a rosemary jus 
and herb roasted potatoes 
(£14.50), served with a 
medley of seasonal veg¬ 
etables (kale, cabbage and 
leeks). I wasn’t disap¬ 
pointed; lamb perfectly 
pink. Really tasty gravy 
(sorry jus) and the herby 
spuds were very moreish. 

Jackie was equally im¬ 


pressed by her choice of 
pan roasted chicken 
supreme with truffle mash 
in a white wine and chive 
sauce (£13.50), comment¬ 
ing on how moist the 
chicken was. By this time 
she was in a more gener¬ 
ous mood and was happy 
to give me a taster - and 
very tasty it was.

The steak (sirloin with 
brandy and peppercorn 
sauce, grilled tomato, flat 
mushroom and carame¬ 
lised onions) was the most 
expensive dish on the 
menu at £16.75, but 
looked well worth it to 
me. The steak and kidney 
pud came in at £13 and 
another dish that tempted 
both of was the Cornish 
hake with herb crust in a 
shellfish and star anise 
sauce served on spiced 
rice (£13.75). 

Two of the least expen¬ 
sive dishes were the 
breaded monkfish tails 
with tartare sauce, fat 
chips and salad (£12.50) 
and the vegetarian option 
- potato and onion tortillas 
with roast pepper coulis 
and Mediterranean veg¬ 
etables (£12). 

All in all, a good range 
of dishes for all tastes, 
well presented and 
promptly served by Tom. 

From an enticing selec¬ 
tion of desserts we shared 
the creme Catalan 


(£5.50) with homemade 
shortbread, delicate 
mousse with an unusual 
flavour which Tom ex¬ 
plained later was fennel 
seeds plus three scoops of 
my favourite ice-cream - 
stem ginger, honeycombe 
and pink grapefruit sorbet 
(£4.50). 

Other temping sweets 
included glazed lemon 
tart with toffee sauce and 
double cream (£5.75); 
baked caramelized pecan 
cheesecake with honey¬ 
combe ice-cream (£5.75); 
sticky toffee pudding with 
toffee sauce and double 
cream (£5.50); and dark 
chocolate torte with 
vanilla ice-cream (£5.75). 
The cheeseboard option 
came at £6.50. 

We finished with a 
strong cup of decent cof¬ 
fee and a couple of home¬ 
made truffles to finish off 
a very pleasant dining ex¬ 
perience. 

Neither of us are big wine 
drinkers but the Candlelit 
has a more than adequate 


wine list to suit all tastes 
and pockets, ranging in 
price from £14 to £30, a 
few of which are avail¬ 
able by the glass. 

I’m finishing this re¬ 
view having just read the 
Sunday Times list of 
Britain’s top 100 restau¬ 
rants. In the number three 
spot is Heston’s Blumen- 
thal’s “The Fat Duck” 
restaurant in Bray, Berk¬ 


shire, where the average 
price per person is £196. 
For that amount you 
could take all your family 
for a meal at the Candle¬ 
light Inn. You will never 
persuade me that Blu- 
menthal’s molecular gas¬ 
tronomy dishes such as 
snail porridge provides 
better value than the 
wholesome fayre served 
at the Candlelight Inn.

Lennie for Huish in New Year ? 


R UMOUR has it that former Bristol Rovers Director of 
Football Lennie Lawrence will be joining Yeovil Town 
in the New Year. The former Charlton boss spent five 
years at the Memorial Stadium helping Paul Trollope before 
the club terminated his contract in May this year. 

The word around Huish Park for some weeks is that the 
board are looking to appoint someone to assist Terry Skiver- 
ton. He appears to be struggling to cope with managing the 
npower League One side, and after Saturday's performance, 
it's not before time. 

Whether Lawrence, if the rumour is correct, is the right man 
remains to be seen, but clearly Skivo's inexperience requires 
someone to help him as the Glovers languish in the relega¬ 
tion zone. 

Facing Swindon Town, who themselves are struggling, and 
before play were just two points and two places above 
Yeovil, Skiverton decided to play with just one striker at 
home! 

The plan backfired badly. Yeovil struggled to put two 
passes together and their shape seemed strangely unbal¬ 
anced. 

Charlie Austin, who the Robins plucked from non-league 
Poole Town a year ago having scored 46 goals in 46 games 
for the Dorset side and then adding 20 for Swindon in just 
31 games last season, showed his predatory instinct by put¬ 
ting the visitors ahead on 22 minutes. 

In his first game back after injury he pounced from close 
range, and then almost added a second within minutes 
when his shot from Matt Richie's cross beat Stephen Hender¬ 
son but came back off the inside of the post allowing the 
Yeovil gloveman to grab it before anyone else. 

Skiverton reacted to this pressure by substituting Andy

Welsh with striker Sam Williams who had been dropped to 
the bench after the defeat at Brighton. 

Williams presence was immediate and he set up Owain 
Tudor-Jones for a shot as Yeovil looked a much more robust 
and confident side as they pressurised the visiting defence. 

They drew level on the stroke of halftime when Gavin 
Williams drilled a superb low free kick into the bottom cor¬ 
ner after former Glover Michael Rose had handled 25-yards 
from goal. 

Yeovil continued their progress after the break and Sam 
Williams showed his value when he beat Robins keeper 
David Lucas to Nathan Jones' chipped cross, and Dean 
Bowdirch ran the ball into the net from on the line. 

Bowditch showed his best asset soon after when he ran on 
to Jones' long ball and controlled it before neatly sidefooting 
beyond the outrushing Lucas. 

Yeovil seemed to be well in control with Swindon hardly 
bothering substitute keeper Ben Roberts who had entered 


the fray at the break after Henderson had to withdraw with 
a head injury after braving saving at Ritchie's feet. 

However the introduction of Andy Williams for Gavin 
Williams 16 minutes from time gave Swindon new impetus. 
Whether the substitution was forced on Skiverton is not 
known, but Gavin's influence was sorely missed. 

Swindon gave themselves hope when with four minutes 
left Sean Morrison sidefooted home at the far post from a 
corner. As it often appears Yeovil's defence appear to panic 
when they concede late, and within three minutes the 
Robins were level. 

Roberts appeared to spill Alan O'Brien's cross and when 
the ball came out to J-P McGovern he equalised with a blis¬ 
tering rising shot from 20 yards. 

It was unfortunate that Yeovil could not hang on to all 
three points. As a fan I got the impression that Skiverton was 
not confident of his side's ability when he started with one 
striker at home, and although he learned his lesson he had 
already handed the initiative to the opposition. Maybe he 
needs help sooner than later? 

Isn't it about time Skiverton found a left back to cover for 
Nathan Smith? Despite several good performances this sea¬ 
son including man of the match awards, he was replaced on 
Saturday by assistant Nathan Jones, who it is rumoured 
hasn't trained for a month. 

Whilst Skivo will justify his selection in that Jones supplied 
the passes for two of Yeovil's goals, he clearly is not a long 
term answer. His distribution in general was poor and his 
complete lack of a right foot except to stand on made him a 
liability, with several potential attacks breaking down when 
he found the ball on his right foot resulting in a pass back 
into defence.
